Cowley, Malcolm. The literary situation. 
Viking, $3.75. October 24. 


By appraising the literary situation at mid- 
century, the author highlights the differences 
between American literature after World War 
I and after World War II. Having intimately 
known and worked with writers from both 
vintages, he is well qualified to pass judgment 
on the “new” criticism, war fiction, naturalism, 
and the “new” fiction. He notes that while 
the contemporary writers are technically su- 
perior to their predecessors, they lack the 
bold willingness to experiment that distin- 
guished the earlier men. Parts of the book 
first appeared in Harper’s, the Saturday Re- 
view, and Perspectives U.S.A. 


Glasgow, Ellen Anderson Gholson. The 
woman within. Harcourt, $5. November 1. 


This autobiography, on which the distin- 
guished novelist had been at work for the 10 
years preceding her death, contains only such 
factual data as is needed for a framework; 
the emphasis is on the inner agony that punc- 
tuated the prolonged torture of her existence, 
and, to a greater extent than she seemed to 
realize, found expression in her novels. Al- 
though it would appear that she impressed 
other people as a charming personality, in 
her own eyes she was a figure of tragedy, 
blighted by deafness, tormented by despair, 
and incapable of intimate relationships; all 
confidence and certainty centered around her 
belief in her talent. Too sincere to be con- 
strued as self-pitying, this is a document to 
interest psychologists as well as literary critics.

From the day of their birth it was remarked 
that Paul and Philippe were strikingly dis- 
similar for monozygotic twins, but no one 
seems to have suspected a hospital mix-up 
until Philippe’s double turned up in the first 
year of school. Over the strong opposition of 
the other mother, a widow, the Joyes pressed

for the scientific tests which proved conclu- 
sively that Paul and little Ernst X were 
changelings. Reporting at the end of the first 
year of readjustment, the author feels that 
being heroes of a fairy-tale type of situation 
enabled the exchanged children to weather 
the period of adjustment; it was Philippe, the 
bystander, who displayed the overt signs of 
insecurity.

Carroll, Gladys (Hasty). One white star. 
Macmillan, $3.50. October 18. 


With her daughter’s marriage and an impor- 
tant change in her own life approaching, 
Laura relives the years, seeing clearly in retro- 
spect the right direction of a road that seemed 
obscure and painful as she traveled it. She 
recognizes what she has learned along the 
way about human relationships—from her 
mother, who never really felt love, her father 
and grandmother who partially experienced 
it, her minister husband who failed at the 
human level, and the two simple, vital women 
who taught her their faith in unselfish love as 
the fundamental law of life. The three-gen- 
eration, mother-daughter narrative, set in 
New England, will appeal to readers of As 
the earth turns (BooK.ist 29: 268, My 33) al- 
though it has much less impact. 


Davenport, Marcia (Gluck). My brother's 
keeper. Scribner, $3.95. October 25. 


A macabre tale, based on the actual case of 
two elderly New York brothers entombed in 
their decaying mansion. From a diary scrib- 
bled on music manuscript paper a bank official 
reconstructs the lives of the fictional Holt 
brothers. It all started with Grandmother 
Holt, whose disillusionment as a bride hard- 
ened into a need to dominate and destroy; 
although she died when the boys were still 
in their teens it was too late to arrest the 
process that eventually turned Seymour into 
a blind, snarling tyrant, and Randall into 2 
vague old scarecrow occupying himself with 
delusions. The last years and ultimate fate 
of the two old men is all the more horrible for 
the hope that is held out intermittently for one 
or the other, and the romance that might have 
saved them.

A vigorous account of the free and easy 
young men who, styling themselves “bohe- 
mians,” became the first American war corre- 
spondents during the Civil War, when a 
revolution took place in journalism. North- 
erners, urban, well-educated, these bon viv- 
ants established the right to report without 
government censorship as part of the demo- 
cratic process. Thanks to them, the American 
newspaper began to make its main business 
the gathering and reporting of news instead 
of the writing of editorials. The focus of in- 
terest is the Eastern theater of operations, as 
reported on by Horace Greeley’s New York 
Tribune. Based chiefly on original source 
materials, the book is appropriately written 
in brisk, journalistic style.

Federal serv- 
ices to libraries; prepared for the Federal 
Relations Committee of the American Li- 
brary Association. Foreword by John O.

An alphabetically arranged guide to the serv- 
ices that Federal agencies within the metro- 
politan Washington area provide for librarians 
and scholars. The agencies are those supported 
by both Federal and nonfederal funds; the 
services listed are direct and indirect, hidden 
and obvious. Cross references in the headings 
and annotations enable the reader to bring 
together subject matter of related interest. 
The author obtained his information from in- 
terviews with Federal employees rather than 
from published sources. The first part of the 
handbook analyzes the program and policy 
that the Federal Government has adopted in 
relation to libraries. This handbook also pro- 
vides the facts which will help the American 
Library Association form a policy in its deal- 
ings with the Federal Government.

In this little book, he is concerned 
with the spiritual significance of Christian 
community, confession, and Communion. The 
message of his book as of his life is that the 
Christian must not flee responsibility nor hesi- 
tate to take a stand for right in the world 
in which God has placed him.

From the background of his experience in 
both houses of the Oregon state legislature, 
the author discusses the lack of prestige and 
effectiveness that characterizes state govern- 
ment in the U.S. today. He lists five reasons 
for the decline of state government: the part- 
time status and negligible salaries of legisla- 
tors and district attorneys, failure to reap- 
portion legislatures according to distribution 
of population, out-of-date constitutions that 
act as strait-jackets, one-party political domi- 
nation, and the fact that state elections are 
held simultaneously with Presidential and 
congressional elections. Expanding on this 
list, he illustrates his points with instructive 
incidents, both amusing and unpleasant, from 
his own legislative career and that of his wife, 
currently a member of Oregon’s House of 
Representatives.
